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The Applicant, in his "Amendment in Response to Non-Final Office Action" dated 
December 20, 2004, canceled claims 2 and 6 and amended claims 1,3-4 incorporating into claim 
1 the allowable subject matter of claim 2 and 5, 7-10 incorporating into claim 5 the allowable 
subject matter of claim 6, as indicated by the Examiner in the first Office Action. 

Regarding claim 1, the prior art fails to disclose or make obvious a large profile, high 
speed laser micrometer having a light source unit having at least one emitter module that emits a 
laser sheet the emitter module having a plurality of laser line generators arranged in overlapping 
fashion to prevent gaps in the laser sheet and at least one data processing unit coupled to the 
detector array such that dimensions of an object passing between the light source unit and the 
detector array can be measured, and in combination with the other recited limitations of claim 1. 
Claims 3-4 are allowed by the virtue of dependency on the allowed claim 1. 

Regarding claim 5, the prior art fails to disclose or make obvious a large profile, high 
speed laser micrometer having a light source unit having a plurality of emitter modules that 
combine to emit a laser sheet, each of the emitter modules having a plurality of laser line 
generators arranged in an overlapping fashion to prevent gaps in the laser sheet such that 
dimensions of an object passing between the light source unit and the detector array can be 
measured, and in combination with the other recited limitations of claim 5. Claims 7-10 are 
allowed by the virtue of dependency on the allowed claim 5.
